Ottawa, March 22—An — order-in- 
council has been passed providing that 
any immigrant, male or female, enter- 
ing Canada, and including also persons

Tt is further 
provided that immigration agents may 
exempt any immigrant from the opera- 
tion of the foregoing regulations if it 
is shown to his satisfaction that they 
are assured of employment at farm 
work or as domestic servants and have 
means of reaching the place of such 
remployment.
